Greenleaf, Capt. Whitney, the Second Reg- 
iment of Wisconsin Volunteers, consisting 
of 30 officers and 800 men and thé Hospital 
Corps: from Porto Rico, arrived heré to- 
day. 

Mrs. Miles, son and daughter were 
On bodrd the transport, which sailed from 
Ponce on Sept. 1. The surg in charge 
reported all well and no sickness or deaths 
during the voyage. The troops were in the 
best of spirits. 

The big transport was dec intel profuse- 
ly with palms and draped with flags. Krom 
the fore truck was flying the American en- 
Sign over a large Spanish flag, while long 
strings of International code flags. were 
floating from each m: isthead to the rails. 


Gen. Miles admitted — to the Associated 
Press reporter who interviewed him while 
the Obdam was lying off Liberty Island, 
the substantial accuracy of the statement 
attributed to him by the Kansas City Star's 
correspondent at Ponce, Porto Rico. 

“There are,”’ Gen. Miles said to the news- 
paper men about him, ‘*‘a few minor inac- 
curacies in the published reports, such 
usually occur in such itterviews. I do not 
care to point out the inaccuracies referred 
to at this time; they are unimportant. 

“It is true that [ requested that my 
troops in Porto Rico on their return home 
should be allowed to camp-somewhere near 
New York, preferably Brooklyn He'ghts, 
Wor: Wadsworth or Governor's tsland. | 
also requested of the War Department that 
the troops be allowed to march through 
New York City. ’ 

“I never intended to parade myself, as I 
ehell go to Washington in a few days and 
would not be here at the time of the con- 
termpiated parade. 

“IT asked that the Wisconsin men aboard 
the Obdam be permitted to stay in this 
vicinity for a day or two to give thom 
chance to see the city. It would do no 
harm to let these western boysS get a 
glimpse of New York. Surely they merit 
it. Many of them, I think, have never seen 
the city and perhaps will never have en- 
othe r opportunity to see it. 

“To my first request, namely, that my 
troops be permitted to camp hereabouts in 
the “neighborhood of Brooklyn Heights and 
‘that they be allowed to parade, I have re- 
ceived no reply. To my second request 1 
recelved a reply at Quarantine this morn- 
ing, ordering the Wisconsin boys home 
forthwith.- The men will go from the trans- 
ports directly to the cars.

HOW MRS. BOTKIN LOOKS. 

The prisoner is what would be called a 
Stocky woman, but not too stout to Jook 
well, with her five feet of stature. Her 
head is well po'tsed, and her feet and hands 
6émkll—the latter she is quite proud of. 

Her face is fleshy, broader at a1 ne across 
the upper lip than from temple to temple, 


and at the same time her brow is broad, 
higi and smooth. 

The lower jaw is heavy, the chin strong 
and gross, but not so pronounced as to be 
repulsive. It is round and fleshy, and there 
is a tendency to a double chin, especialiy 
—— when Mrs. Botkin wears a ligh cvol- 
ar. 

Her mouth {fs neither large nor small. It 
is¢ n good’ proportion, with a fell under lip 
and a slightly curved upper lip, and is dis- 
tinctly sensual in character. The upper lip 
is an inch long, and the curve of it is more 
a semi-circle than a cupid’ s bow. It is her 
custom when nervous to draw her lips back 
over her strong, white teeth ‘n a sort oi 
snarl, When her disposition is amiable the 
upper lip curls back and the under one be- 
comes pouted., 

Her nose is flesny, but appears rather to 
advantage in profile. It is, however, too 
broad for beauty when one sees her full in 
the face. The curve of the nostrils {s good, 
thoush they are thick. 

The cheek bones are not prominent, and 
altogether fhe bony structure of her face 
is lost in its wealth of flesh. 

Her eyes and brow are the best features. 
The eyes are large, well shaped, full and 
prominent, gray in color, nicely but not 
heavily shaded by dark lashes. Her brows 
are thick, dark and well curved. The 
space between brows and between ma eves 
is just the length of the eye. Mrs, Bot kin 
makes considerable play with her eyes. 
They are expressive and noticeably quick 
of glance and bold rather than tender. Her 
broad, high brows complete the almost per- 
fect roundness of face. 

Her hair is dark brown, almost black, 
and not very abundant. It is brushed back 
from the face on either side with a loosely 
curled fringe across the forehead, and 
brushed up from the nape of the neck an: 
co.led at the crown, leaving a few short 
“scolding locks” at the neck. 

Her hands are plump, soft and euppie, and 
the nails are always at a high state of 
pe'ish, é 

‘The fingers are square at the ends, the 
nails so trimmed as to make them appear 
tapering. While in prison she has been giv- 
ing a good deal of time to her hands, and 
much of the time which, according to her 
statements, she has spent in sorrow and 
humiliation, has iw reality been = spent 
placidly in manicuring her nails. 

If we take her face as an index of he 
character she is a gross, coarse, sensual, 
self-induigent woman of jovial, good humor 
und quick temper. too selfish to be keenly 
sympathetic. She is vain and egotistic 


with an extraordinary appetite for mascu- 
line admiration.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—‘‘It 
outrage.”’ 

That is the way Col. Hard the Eighth 
Ohio—once proud to call itself{the ‘Presi- 
dent’s Own’’—denounces the mismanage- 
ment of things in connection with the mov- 
ing of his regiment tothe s 
from whence the men kame. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Charles Dick, Secfetary of the Re- 
publican National Committee, was equally 
angry, but more diplomatic. 

This regiment was composed of the flower 
of Ohio manhood, -It did not get to Cuba 
until after the war closed, and never fired 
a hostile shot, yet Its rarrks have been deci- 
mated more cruelly by disease and mis- 
management than some that were on the 
firing line. Of the regiment that returned 
from Cuba in the ship Mohawk recently 5 
were dead, fifty to seventy-five (mo one 
knows exactly) are in the hospital at Camp 
Wikoff. 

Three hundred to four hundred sick men 


were furioug! hea home. An unknown num- 
ber are in hospitals in Cuba or ill en route 
to the United States. 

The other 752 were declared fit for travel- 
ing and were started on thefr journey, yet 
before the train reached this city late last 
night 177 were ill, two of whom were dying 
and a dozen of more were utteriy unable 
to walk. 

Even Surgeon-General Sternberg, who had 
—_ lauded to the skies the management of 

Camp Wikoff, was horrified at the sight. 
He visited Long Island City shortly after 
midnight this morning and there saw cots 
filled with men who a few 
had been officially declared well enough to 


revel. 
The regiment left Camp Wikoff in bad 
shape. More than half of the regiment 
reached the station soon after 6 a. m. 
Manv were weak and some were really ill, 
put the thought of home buoyed them up 

nd they felt equal to the trip. The sun 
was hot and the march was nearly two 
miles. Many men fell out, and for hours 
the stragglers were plodding along in the 
dust raised by an endless procession of mule 
teams and scores of vehicles. 

Col. Hard received a dispatch from Quar- 
termaster Kimball at New York, notifying 
him of the route of the regiment. To his 
disgust it informed him that the men would 
xo over the West Shore road to Columbus, 
yet two other road# run directly to the 
home towns of the regiment. 

Col. Hard was beside himself and he was 
still further agegered when the railroad 
company inforrffd him that the Quarter- 
master had not provided transportation 
from Long Islard City around to the West 
Shore Station at Weehawken, N. J. To 
march the men across the city 'to the ferry 
was out of the question, as too many were 
weak and ill.

Cascs at New Orleans at Least Are of 
Another Nature. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 7.—There {fs 
no yellow fever in New Orleans, Dr. Car- 
ter of the Marine Hospital Service has com- 
pleted his investigation of the two cases 
suspected by Dr. Dunn of Miseissippi, and 
announced that the evidence did not estab- 
lish the diagnosis of yellow fever.

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AN ACT OF CONFESSION. . 


Gen. Zurlinden’s plan to annul the judgment and sentence 
in the Dreyfus case without a retrial is an easy way out of 
the difficulty—«s easy as cutting one’s throat of adopting any 
other method of silent confession of guilt. 

To release Dreyfus and annul his sentence without a rehear- 
ing of the case would be taken as a confession of injustice on 
the part of the French Government. It would be taken also 
as a confession of corruption and an act of cowardice to avoid 
exposure. 

But perhaps this sort of confession is the best way out for 
France. It may be that it would be better to have the public 
guess what is back of the Dreyfus case than to have the 
whole affair exposed. 

Dreyfus will be vindicated and released and if the French 
people are satisfied to let the culprits sneak out of responsibil- 
ity, no one else need complain. Things seem to have reached 
a desperate pass in French army and ministerial circles. 
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Why does the Republican Administration find it so neces- 
sary to defend the War Department?

The latest report of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
contains some interesting information.

635,000,000, or $59,€20 a mile. The net earnings were $370,000,- 
000 in 1897, a net return of 3.5 on the paper capital. 
3ut how much of this enormous capital is actual {nvest- 
ment? Nobody but an expert can answer this question, and 
even he could furnish nothing better than an approximation. 
It is notorious, Lowever, that the amount of water is very 
large. It is freely charged that at least one-half of it is pure 
fiat. The earnings for 1897 would, on this estimate, provide 
a net return of 7 per cent—a very good profit indeed, in hard 
times.

THE BICYCLE AMBULANCE. 


A New Device Being Tested Over 
Country Roads. 

Two Chicago physicians, Drs. Black and 
Fellows, arrived in St. Louis Thursday 
evening with a chainless bicycle ambulance 
which they are testing with a view of hav- 


ing it adopted by the United States Army. 
The ambulance is a simple contrivance, 


consisting simply of a flexible carrier 
stretched between two chainless wheels. 

The two physicians are taking the qam- 
bularnce over all sorts of country roads and 
subjecting it to as severe tests as possible, 
tn order to learn by actual experience just 
what it can do, 

They are keeping a careful report of the 
distances, weather conditions, roads and 
other details. to be forwarded to the Sur- 
geon-General for his information, The bi- 
eycles can be ridden separately or joined 
together in ambulance form with the 
stretcher between them for the sick and 
wounded.
